2. What was the Confequence of her Refufal ? 

A. The Queen refented it fo highly, that her An- 
ger adminiftring new Strength, fhe levied a great Bo- 
dy of Troops; when reinforcing them with thofe 
which Prince Eufface her Son had brought to her Af- 
{; tance, fhe march’d in Search of the Enemy ; and 
coming up with them, gain’d a compleat Victory, 
and took the Karl of G/cucefter Prifoner, who was ex- 
chang’d for King Stephen, on All-faints Day, Anno 

1141. 

2. Did the War continue afterwards for any Time? 

A. Till the 6th of Nowember 1153, when Stephen 
having loft Prince Euflace his only Son, who died in 
the Middle of 4ugu/? of the preceding Year, he adopt- 
ed Henry Son to Maud the Emprefs ; and thereby fe- 
cured to himfelf the Enjoyment of the Exg/i/s Crown, 

till hus Death. 
2. What is related concerning this Adoption ? 

That Stephen, reflecting on the bad State of his 
Afiairs, and confidering the noble Qualities the Duke 
poticfled, and the Right he had to the Crown, (this 
being ftrongly fupported) was, at lait, prevail’d on, 
from thefe Confiderations, to confent to a Peace, on 
the Terms propofed by Henry. , 

2. Did Stephen furvive this Peace for any Time? 

A. He died the 25th of Oober, in 1154, being 
near Fifty, after having reigned nineteen Years, and 
was buried in the Abbey of Fever/oam, erected by 
him for his own Burial place, and that of his Family. 

®. Did he leave any Children ? 

4. Yes ; but only one legitimate Son, call’d /77/- 
/iam, who was Earl of Boulogne, in Right of the 
(Queen his Mother. He alfo had a Daughter, named 
Mary, who, after taking the Veil, married ?Ai/: of 

‘jutia ; but refigned it upon the Death of her Hef- 
band. Ele alfo had a natural Son, call’d, like the 
legitimate, //7//iam ; which has occafion’d fome Wri- 
ters, mifled by the Conformity of the Names, to af- 
fért, that this Prince left only one baftard Son. He 
had another natural Soa, named Gerwa/e, who was 
Abbot of s+’ 
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LANTAGENE, or of the House 
of AN FOU. 

HENRY II. Taventy-fifth King of England. 

Reigned from 1154 to 1189. 
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Duke of Normandy ; who added to the Crown of 
England, as fo many Jewels, (though fome thin 
the Reverfe) Guienne, Poitou, Xaintonge, Maine, An- 
jou, and Touraine, which he aétually poffefled. Ty), 
Henry was the eldeft Son of Geoffry, Earl of Anjzy 
of Tourbine, and of Maine ; and of the Emprefs Maud 
fole Heir to Henry I. King of England, and Duke of 
Normanay. 

2. What Particulars are related with Regard to 
his Youth ? 

a. ‘That he was born at Mans the sth of March, 
1133, and knighted on Whit/unday, Anno 1149, by 
Dgvid King of Scots, and made his firft Campaign in 
1152. Stephen King of Exgland adopted him the 
6th of November, 1153. 

®. When was he crown’d King of England ? 

A. The 1gth of December, 1154. 

2. What is the Character of this Prince ? 

A. He poffeiied a thoufand great Qualities ; wa; 
brave, generous, magnificent, clement, juft, and pru- 
dent: But then his Ambition and Luft were infatia- 
ble; his Defire of enlarging his Dominions, un. 
bounded ; and his Anger very violent. 

2. What did he immediately upon his Acceflion 
to the Throne? 

A. He drove a great Number of Foreigners out 
of his Dominions ; thefe having been invited into 
England by Stephen, who, being inur’d to War, did 
all that lay in their Power to break the Peace: razed 
to the Ground iuch Fortrefles as belong’d to private 
Perfons, permi:ting fuch only to ftand as he thought 
neceflary for the Defence of his Dominions ; revok'd 
all the Donations which his Predeceffor had made, 
and re‘umed aii the Lands that had been alienated ; 
reflored the County of //’¢/imereland ta the King ot 
Scots who, in Return, furrendered to him thole of 
Northumberland and Cuméerland. 

2. What did he afterwards ? 

4. Having paid Homage to Lewis VII. King of 
France, for his Duzedoms of Normand), and his ie- 
veral Earldomis ; he fell upon Gecffry, his own Bro- 
ther ; difpofieiied him of his Dominions ; and after- 
wards declared War againft Raymond, Earl of Tos- 
liufo, by Virtue of the Claim which Queen £- 
leaner, his Confort, laid to the Demefnes of that 
County. 

2. What was the Succefs of this War? 

A. Hexry took Cahors, and befieged Toulou/:, but 
to no Parpofe ; upon which he concluded a Peace; 
and Lewis the Younger, King of France, who had 
joined with the Earl of Tou/oufe, gave Margaret 08 
Daughter in Marriage to Henry, the King o! Exg- 
lana’s eldeft Son. William of Biésis, Son a king 
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Stephen, died in his Return from the Expedition of 


Touloufe, whither he had accompanied the King. 

2. In what other Wars was Henry employ’d ? 

A. Dermoth, an Irifo King, being at Variance with 
the other petty Sovereigns of that Ifland, implor'd 
the Succour of Henry 11. who being at that Time en- 
gaged in a War with France, directed him to Robert 
Fitz-Stephens, and Richard Strongbow Earl of Pem- 
broke. Thefe two Generals, with only 1600 Men, 
foon over-power'd the Jrif Princes, and forced them 
tofubmit. Henry crofs’d into /reland, and appointed 
Hugh Lacy, Governor of that Ifland, in his Name, by 
the Stile and Title of Grand Jufticiary. 

2, Was he equally fortunate in all his Expeditions ? 

A. He took William King of Scots Prifoner, who 
had invaded Northumberland ; vanquifhed Philip Earl 
of Flanders, who made a Defcent into England, at the 
Head of a ftrong Body of Forces; and after the 
Death of Ear! Geoffry, his Brother, whom the People 
of Br t -gne had made Earl of Nantes, he obliged Co- 
nan Duke of Bretague, who had feized upon Nantes, 
to give his Daughter Conffance, Heir to his Domi- 
nions, in Marriage to Geoffry, his third Son. 

Q, What did the King of Scot/and in order to re- 
cover his Liberty. 

A. He fubmitted fo far, as to reftore all he had 
taken from the Engli/b ; and did Homage, in Perfon, 
to that Prince, for his Kingdom. He likewife at- 
tack’d the We//b, who had made great Havock in 
England ? 

2. Was Fortune always favourable to him ? 

A. No; for, not to mention the great Trouble 
which the Pope gave him, for his having put to 
Death Thomas Becket, Archbifhop of Cantrrbury, 
his Wife and Sons rebelled fucceffively azainft him, 
and {carcely left him any Interval of Peace, from the 
Year 1173, till his Death. 

2, Are the Motives of thefe Infurreétions known? 

4. They are afcribed to the little Share which 
Henry allow'd his Sens in the Government; as alfo 
to his Obftinacy in referving to himfelf the Sove- 
reignty of the feveral Lands he had affigned them 
for their Portions ; and, laftly, to his Amour with 
Aice, Daughter of Leavis the Younger, promifed and 
betrothed to Richard his fecond Son. 

X: Have not thefe Amours fomething of a Ro- 
mantic Air ? 

4. Allthe Eng/i/> Hiftorians mention them as real, 
and even declare that Henry had a Child by Alice ; 
that he endeavoured to get Eleanor divorced; and 
had refolved, in Cafe he fucceeded therein, to difin- 
herit his two other Children, for their having rebelled 
againft him ; and to declare thofe, which might {pring 
from this Marriage, his Succeflors. i 

x What was the Effect of this Defign ? 

y A. It invoiv'd him in feveral Wars with Leavis the 
»Ounger, and with Philip his Son. Richard refuted 
© marry this Princefs after his Father's Death.

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2. What were the lait of the Wars of Henry 11? 

A. Richard, exafperated athis Refufal to let him 
marry Alice, took up Arms again, and join’d his 
Forces to thofe of Phrlip-dugufius; when they drove 
the aged Henry out of Mans, and ieveral other Cities 

2. Did Henry furvive the Peace for any contidcra- 
ble ‘Time? 

A. No; the Uneafinefs he felt for the il] Succefs 
of his War with France ; the ftri&t Correfpondence 
which John, his beloved Son, had carried on with the 
French, exafperated him to fuch a Degree, that he 
died, curfing the Day of his Birth. He had vented 
Imprecations againft his two Sons ; a little Time at- 
ter which, falling fick at C4inon, he cauted himfelf ta 
be carried to the Church there ; and being laid be 
fore the high Altar, expired. His Corps was carried 
to Fontevraud, which he had order'd for the Place of 
his Interment. 

2. When did Henry die ? 

A. The 6th of Fu/), 1189, being in the fifty-fixth 
Year of his Age, having reigned thirty-four Years, 
eight Months, and twelve Days. 

2. Whom did Henry II. marry ? 

A. Eleanor of Aguitain, Dutchels of Gutenne and 
Ga/cony, Countefs of Poitou and Xaintongue. 

2. Had fhe not been married before ? 

A. Yes; to Lewis the Younger, by whom fhe had 
two Daughters; but that King being diffatisfied with 
her Conduét, caufed their Marriage to be diflolved in 
the national Council of Bois-genci, upon Pretence of 
her being too nearly related to him. 

Q. Had Henry any Children by her ? 

A. Five Sons, whereof only two, viz. Richard 
and John, furvived him; but Groffy, his third Son, 
left a Son and Daughter behind him. He had alfo 
three Daughters, wiz. Maud, married to the Duke 
of Saxony; Eleanor, Wife of Alphonso King of Ca- 
file; and ‘oan, Confort to William ll. furnamed, 
The Good, King of Sicily. ? 

Q. Had not Hexry a great Number of Miftreffes ? 

A. Yes; but the beautiful Rofimond, Daughter of 
Lord Clifford, had the greateft Afcendant over his 
Heart, and upon that Account was the chief Objett 
of the Queen’s Jealoufy, who could not forbear me- 
nacing her. The King thought he fhould fecure her 
from any Attempt that might be laid againft her Life, 
by lodging her in a kind of Labyrinth, which he 
caufed to be built at Mocd/lock. However, this Pre- 
caution was to no Purpofe; for the Queen, during 
his Abfence in Normandy, found Means to take away 
the Life of a Rival who had given her fo much Un- 
eafinefs, Henry, at his Return, confined the Queen 
a clofe Prifoner, and fhe continued fuch till his 
Death. 

2, Had he no illegitimate Children ? 

4. He had two by fair Refamond, viz. William, 
furnamed Long-/2vord, Earl of Salifoury, and Geasffry 
Archbifliop of Yors. By a Daughter of Sir Raip/

at Edd) that he never was milling in his Bulinefs on Mar- 
ker Days, having no Apprentice or Journeyman, and had 
a Wife and Finuly of {mall Children to engrots beit part 
of her lime, and rhat he never bore the Name of a Smug- 
plier to their Knowledge.

S.ames Sundiland, otherwife Scott, aged 26, was born 
at HePerbam, and lived eight Years with a Malter in that 
Town, He lived for a fhort Time at feveral Places in 
rhe Neighbourhood as a Journeyman Butcher, but never 
had any fetcled Habitation, he faid, for any Time, unlefs 
at Beferbam, where he fer up in Trade, and had good 
fulineds for feveral Years: However, at the fame Time, 
be does not deny but that he was concerned in buying 
nd felling Tea and Brandy, fometimes more, and fome- 
thes icis, according as he could meet with it to his Pure 
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pofc, or {rare Money, He owns he wasa Smuggler in the 
general, but fays, he never was of any particular Gang 
tho’ fhrewdly fuipected of it. . 

About two Years ago he was taken by a Party of So}. 

diers, and charged before a Juftice with Smuggling in 
general, but no particular Fa& laid againft him ; upon 
which Account however the Juftice thonght proper to 
commit him to the New Goal in Southwark. here he 
was contined a Prifoner for about a Fortnight, for further 
Examination, and in the Interim was feveral Times be. 
fore the Juftice, and nothing matcrial appearing againg 
him, fonie Friend of his applied to have him diftharged . 
but this could not be brought about till a Petition in he 
Favour being drawn, was fent down to WepPerbam, and 
returned back again, tigned by a great Number of the 
principal Inhabitants or that Town and Neighbourhood 
and then it was thought fit to fet him at L bert , aS No 
particular Fact was laid to his Charge. Being thus dif. 
charged, he tor fome Time made good Ufe of his Fn. 
largement, followed his Butcher’s Buiinefs, and kept clofe 
to his Shop, his Courage being cooled for a while by his 
late Confinement.

Mind, the trve Temper of the Man broke forth into Our 
rages. Jtistaid or him indeed, that in his fober Hours 
the Man was quiet enough, and a good Neighbour, bur 
it {eems when Liquor had inflamed him, he was ot avery 
boiiterous and troublefome Spirit; {feveral Times, when 
he came trom other Markets in Drink, he would ride a. 
bout the Town of Wefterbam, intinidating People with 
Threats and Menaces, fo that it is imagined indeed they 
withed to get rid ot him, fo as he might have been 
traniported, but did not detire nor wifh hiin to be hanged, 
as appears by Endeavours made, fince his Conviétion, to 
get him off tor Tran{portation. 

Among other Things, there was an Affair happened of 

taking by Force from an Excifeman at Sevenoaks, two 
Tubs of Brandy, which fome People laid to his Charge; 
with refpect to this, he {aid, that all he knew of the 
Matter was, that as he was going Homeward fiom fome 
Marker, he found indeed two Men _ had taken two 
Tubs of Brandy trom an Ofhcer, and would have ufed 
the Man il] but for his interpofing ; and thar confidcring 
the Officer might have got jomething by the Seizure ot 
it, he advifed rhemto givehim Money to make amends for 
taking it from bim. Accordingly he faid, the Refcuers 
of the Brandy agreed to-it, but not having Money in 
their Pockets, borrowed half a Guinea of him, which 
by their Directions he pave to the Orheer, and they paid 
him again atterwards, After this, an anonymous Letter 
threstening a Gentleman’s Life, was thought to have been 
fent by Sumdiland, but he denied ali ; and with Regard to 
the Letter, faid, twas impoMible ic fhould come trom 
him, ashe never could write in his Life ; however, there 
was a Complaint made againft him, and a Debr of 80]. 
was brought upon him, for which he was taken, and 
conveyed to Maid/tone Goal. 

While he was there, he was, no doubt, in fear of Evie 
dence being produced again{t him, and kept himfelf as 
niuch as he could trom every Body’s Sight that came to 
the Goal. But ro the Keeper, and ail his People, he bee 
haved in a very outrageous Manner, and with Threats, it 
not Blows, and other ill Ufage, intimidated fome of 
them fo, that they did not care to come nigh him. But, 
however, by fome Means or other, he fays, the Evie 
dences that appeared againft him, at his Trial had Sight 
of him ; wko knowing him well, declared pohitively, 
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he was the Perfon, whom they faw in fuch Circum- 

fances as the Indittment fets forth, in Company with Ar 

chur Gray, (who was executed in May 1748, for the fame 

Ofence) and others ; and their Evidence being {0 pofi- 

rive, he could nor but be found rer 7 yct (as he did up- 
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on his Trial, fo ro the laft) he perfifted in faying, he ne- 
yer {aw the Evidences in his Life, rill rhey came to him to 
Maidftore Goal, among fome other People that were about 
him ; and further, that he never was at Lidd in his Lite. 
He had fome Hopes of faving his Lite, which made him 
pat on the Appearance ot Undaunrednefs ; but when ail 
Hopes were pait, he was more compofed and reigned to 
che Will or Providence, and faid, he hoped there was Mer- 
cy referved for him hereatter, ' 

This is all the Account given in the genuine Dying 
Speech of this Criminal.

Charles Steward. I was robb’d near Burlington Gar- 
dens, of my Gold Watch, with three Seals to it, on Tuef- 
day was Fortnight, by rour Men, about Half an Hour paft 
One in the Morning, it was very dark ; one of the Seals 
had my Arms cut in a Stone fet in Gold, another little 
Cornelian Stone fet in Gold; the Watch was taken upon 
the Prifoner. 

William Jones, On the 14th of February in the Morn. 
ing, John Burry, and J, and Mr. Wittingbury, and three 
Men more, went to apprehend one John Stanton; 
when we came to the Houfe we were direéted to, we went 
up two Pair of Stairs, and broke open the Door ; when 
we came into the Room, there was Stanton upon the Ta. 
ble in his Shirt, with an Intent to ger out at the Window, 
but Mr. Wittingbury took hold of him; I faw the Gold 
Wateh lying upon the Red, I took it, it was fore to be.

Stanton ash’d Mr. Wittingbury to be his Friend, which 
was to get him to be accepted an Evidence, &c. adding, 
he would tel! hina where more ot his Company was, if he 
would; Mr, Wittingbury faid, he would do what lay in 
his Power, and ask’d him if there were any of rhem near, 
that we might take them immediately, he told us there 
were two more in the next Room ; we found the Door 
faitened, fo we furrounded the Honfe, Busby ftrove to 
get up the Chimney ; after the Houfe was furrounded we 
broke open the Chamber-door, there we found him and 
Peter Oldfield ; we found a Brace of Piftols under the Bed 
One of them was loaded with a Brace of Slugs; then we 
took them to Clerkenwell Bridewell; Stanton took a 
Piitol out of his Pocket, and gave it to Mr. Wittingbury, 
and we found a Sword under his Bed, with which he owre 
ed he had robbed a Gentleman that Night; then Stanton 
told us of Ruel the Coachman, who lodged fomewhere 
in Hockley in the Hole, but did not nahtly know the 
Place, and faid Ruffel was to come to him about Ten 
0 Clock that Forenoon, to fell the Watch; fo three of us 
went to the Houfe, where we took Stanton in Alien. 
treet, and three ftaid in St. Johin’seftreet; they faw him 
coming, and took him, and took a Brace of Piftols from 
"Mm; ail the five Piftols were loaded, four with Bullets 
and one with Slugs. Ruffe! gave us an Account of two or 
wee Coachmen, who had been concern’d with him ; he 

anred to be admitted an Evidence : On the fame Day we 
Carried them before Jultice Fielding, and they all cone 
ieiled, and, I believe, figned their Confeffions. 

"lam Hain, Stanton was in an Information and like. 
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wife where to be found, &c. we went co the Room Door 
and looked thro’ the Key Hole, and I faw his Coat in the 
Room, when we burft open the Door, there was he in his 
Shirt on the Table, in order to get out at the Window, he 
aent on, and confirm’d what was depofed by the former 
Witne/s.

William Ruffel, aged 22, was born in Terkjhive, and bred 
-o no Butinets but that ot a Madendr yt aiceett with 
his Parents, who kept a {mail Farm, and with whom he 
conitantly had his Abode till within tour or five Years laft 
palt. About that Time he came to London, and has been a 
Coachman in feveral Places, but of late he has had his 
Stand near Hatton-Garden in Holborn, where he was known 
by the Name of Capr. Flafh, upon Account of bis being 
a brisk, gay, voung Fellow, and making a better Ape 
pearance than his Brethren of the Whip, generally {peak 
ing, did; and no Wonder, becaufe for thefe two Years paft 
he has been upon the Pad, and as active as any ot them 
all, about the Town, and Neighbourhood of J/ineton. 
He was taken very ill prefently after Conviction, and 


- could not hold up his Head, nor bear to be talked to. & 


vilited him feveral Times in the Cells, to pray with him, 
but as to Particulars, when talked to, he was tient, whee 
ther through Weaknefs of Body he could nor, or through 
Obitinacy of Mind he would not, or a Mixture of both, | 
cannot determine ; but any Robbery befides what he fuf- 
ter’d for, I could not perfuade him to fpeak to, and that he 
did own. ‘hen he was taken, in Hopes of being made 
an Evidence, he gave an Account of fome other Coach 
men that had been concerned with him. He could nor 
choofe indeed but own this Robbery, as he had conteficd, 
and figned his Confeilion before the Juftice voluntarily, as 
did the reft concerned in itr. He lived for three Years 
after he came to Loneen in good Repure, and we'l refpect- 
ed; but falling into bad Company, his own Inclinations 
foon gave Way to content unto them, to be Partaker in 
their Wickednefs, and fo worked his own Ruin. 

Edward Bushy, aged 26, was born at Fulham in the 
Counry of Middlefex, and educated in London at a School, 
from whence he was taken away by his Parents before the 
Time came for him to be bound out Apprentice, as would 
have been the Cafe, had they fuffer’d him to ftay long 
enough, which he much lamented, faying, had he ftai 
he might have been introduced into {uch a Way of Life, 
as might have prevented his Ruin. After he was taken 
Home, he was fent to work at making of Bricks, which 
Bufinefs he did not very well like, an¢ befides could not 
maintain himéfelf by the Wages he got at it, but was forced 
to be in fume Meafure ftill depending upon his Parents. 
He fays, as far as he knows, they were but in very indif- 
ferent Circumftances, and by their Behaviour he found, 
after fome Time, that he being burthenfome to them, 
mult betake himfelf to fome other Way of Life tor Maine 
tenance and Support, for that they began to behave to 
him in a very cool Manner. 

Accordingly, though Lut very young, he had Refolution 
and Refentment enough to take himfelf away from their 
Picfence, and was forme Time in Doubt, being now quite 
left to himfelf to what Way of Life to berake himfelt. 
He found no-body would employ him without Recome 
mendation and Intereft, and of that he was entirely def- 
titue, having no Friends that could be of Ufe to him. In 
this Situation, as an Orphan, though Parents living, he 
was obliged to fix for him{elf upon fome Employ to get

a>.c. But where to begin, and when to end, is the molt 
aduous Part ot the Task. 
fam forry then to oblerve, in the firft Place, that our 
common Chiftianity, nay, all manner of Religion, was 
uever more protancly abufed and reviled, neglected and 
contemned, than in this our Age. There are Men among 
us who fer up Reafon, and their own natural Notions, for 
their fole Guide; defpiting, and even ridicul.ng the Au- 
thority of the Scriptures, which God fent his only Son 
from Heaven on purpote ro reveal tous, The Revelation 
wo God's Wil, and the Redemption of the World by 
Ye(us Chrift, as they are the highett Initanecs of divine 
Miercy, fo all who rect and flight {uch infinite Blethngs, 
do juitly deferve, and ought in Reafon to expect, the 
sharpeft Judgments and che fevereft Punifhments: Nay, 
there are too many among us who even deny the God that 
syvade them. Aad as impious Principles naturally tend to 


immoral Practices, $o when Religion talls under Contempr, 


and its great Author is neglected and difregarded, we are 
not to wonder if the mott protane Oaths and horrid Im- 
precations do every where abound, and are made the or- 
nantenta! Part ot Difcourfe among the vulgar in our Cities 
and Towns: And it is to be teared, that Perfons of low 
Condition too otten copy after theiy Matters and Supe- 
rors, Whofe Education and better Senfe fhould teach 
them: greater Reverence to that God whole Providence 
hatl) di:tinguithed them from the Ignorant and Illiterate. 
indeed, the Pertons mott guilty ot this fh:. king Viee, 
are fo inientible ot the Danger in thus provoking the 
Wrath or the Almighty, thar they even call on him to 
inflict the moit terrible Judgment of Damnation on them- 
feives and thofe they converfe with. But fo profane an 
Irreverence, to bold a Dehance of the divine Majefty, and 
all that is facred, demands the pious Zeal of the Magiitrate 
to punith, both in Vindication ot God’s Honour, and to 
avert the Judgments which tuch Wretches fo protufely 
imprecate, Belides the lower Ciafles ot Men, how many 
are there who have proteii¢d betore God and the World, 
upon the Faith of a Chriftian, and as God fhall be their 
Help, to bear Faith and true Allegiance to our prefent So- 
vereign, and to detend him to the utmoit or their Power, 
who yet do all they can in favour of the Man they have 
abjured, in Oppotition to the Prince they have {worn to 
detend. Surely fuch Men have nor the Fear or God be- 
fore their Eyes, bur feem to live withouc God and Chriit, 
without Honour or Con{cience. 

Another natural Confequence of fuch Indifference for 
Religion in fome, and great Contempt of it in others, 
is the want of Probity and Integrity, in tranfacting the 
common Attairs of Life, in carrying on ot Trade and 
Commerce. This is 2 Faét fo notorious and vifible, that 
every one knows the Truth of the Complaint; and 
yet where is the Individual char will firit begin to amend 
ove? In our Dealings with one another, what Arts are 
uied, and even Lics invented, to over-reach, circumvent, 
and deceive; and whar Pleafire and Sartistaction will a 
Perfon guilty of fuch Devices feem to exprefs, if he can, 
by thefe bate and fraudulent Methods, obtain a f{mall, a 
meer critiing Profit or Advantage. In Truth, Diifimula- 
tion and Falfhood, Hypocrify and Infincerity, Crate and 
Cunning, do fo abound among us, that Mens Words are 
tearee any Signiheation of their real Thoughts and Inren- 
Hons, And chofe who are or a too generous Temper, to

ridiculed as Men of weak and imperfect Underftand 
ings. . 

An immoderate Love of irregular Pleafure, is the di 
ftinguifhing Character of the prefent Age; and as it mee, 
Fornication was not a Sin fufhciently wicked, we have 
Men of Tafte among us, who dare to purfue

But how inconfitent Adultery is with a true focial Life 
matrimonial Friendfhip, and a natural Love of a genni ; 
and unfufpected Off-(pring, but above all, with the Fis: 
feflion ot Chrittianity, evidently appears even to th 
Tranfadors of fuch Wickednefs themfelyes, whedieve: 
they are awakened by fome happy Incident to a Sight of 
the Henioufnefs of their Crimes Then will the Agonies 
of a penitent Sorrow fil their Minds with real Mifery 

There is a Sin yet more derettable and unnatural, which 
has been tranfplanted from the horter Climates to ou; 
more temperste Country, againit which our moft zealous 
Efforts ought to be exerted ; a Sin, than which none cn 
be a greater Contradiction to the declared Intention of the 
Author of Nature, to the divine Inttitution of Marriage 
and to the Command of God to encreafe and mult; ly Map. 
kind, This isa Sin fo directly oppotite to the Laws of 
God and Nature, and fo highly provoking to him, that 
fhould it continue to gain ground among us, we cannot 
but in reafon expect the Judgments of an angry God will 
foon be inflicted on fo wicked a Nation. 

The Habit ot drinking {pirituous Liquors is arrived to 
that great Excefs, efpecialiy in the Metropolis of this Land 
and round about it, that fuch a deftrudtive Praétife mut 


‘be of the mott fatal Confequence. The Body of the Peo 


le will be fo enfeebled by this Abufe of {trong Liquors 
without fome {peedy Retormation, that our national Cov. 
rage mutt be deftroyed by the Diforders and Weaknef 
which this Sort of Excefs introduces: And when the Paf 
fions are once inflamed thereby, it naturally produces proe 
fanc curfing and fwearing, fighting, Robbery and Murder; 
Adulteries, Rapes, and the moft enormons Crimes. It 
therefore deferves our molt {erious Thoughts how to ex. 
tirpare this encreafling Vice from among us. 

The Neglect and Profanation of the Sabbath, is become 
the Reproach and Scandal of the Nation. That God 
fhould require from us only one Day in Seven, for his more 
immediate Service to be employed in public Worhhip, 
devout Meditation and Prayer, in order to preferve in 
the Minds of Men the Knowledge of the true God; and 
an habitual Senfe of their Dury to him, appears to be {o 
juit and reafonable in itfelt, that it is amazing to think 
any fhould be fo abandoned as to abufe and negleét fo 
excellent an Initirution; and yet how is this holy Day, 
tor the Generality, obferved among us? What Numbers 
are there who fpend it in riding abroad, and taking 
Pleafure, in Lewdnefs and Wantonnefs, in Drunkennels 
and Debauchery, or in private Gaming! And of the tew 
feen at our tag Atlemblies, how little may be difco- 
vered trom the Behaviour of many, of any due Attention 
to the Word read or preached, or of any fincere Devotion 
in the Prayers they offer up! How indolent, carelefs, 
and indevout are the many, to gaze abour the Church, 


obferve Drefs and Fafhions, and enquire aiter News? 


This they {em only to employ their Time about; as it 
the tormal coming to Church was fufticienr. Bur the 
hearing of the Word without practifing it, will but en- 
creafe our Guilt, and God’s Difpleafure. 

Ir would be endiefs to mention all the particular Sins of 
this Nation, they a:e fo many. The Centoriouinefs, the 
uncharitab!e and unchriftian Temper that appears in the 
Writings of fome againtt their Adverfaries, when difeniling 
of Points that wane clearing up, and on Subjects ot the

Horatius is brought in fick, who informs her of the Cham- 
pions being engaged, and a Servant brings in a Letter from

Valeria in diforder meeting Valerius, tells him of Ho- 
ratia’s being murdered by her Brother Publius, ca which 
Valerius threatens Revenge, then the Scene changes to a 
Room in Horatius’s Houfé, Horatia on a Couch refuting 
Aid, enter Horativs and Publius, fhe declares that it 
her Defign to force her Brother to Kill her, and that lus 
Act was noble Juttice, atter which fhe tears oft her Ban- 
dages. Then Valeria enters in a Fright, with an Accounr, 
that the Mob was approaching, headed by her Brother 
Valerius, and calling for ig on Pubiats’s Head tor 
murdering his Sifter, on which Horatia begs her Father to 
fay, that he Brother killed her by his Order, and upon 
hearing the Mob without calling tor Juttice, fhe withes to 
live, but foon after expires, Prefentiy atter her expiring, 
Tullus, Valerius, and Citizens enter, and a Debate is in. 
troduced berween Valerius and Horatius, the tormer plead- 
ing for Juitice again{t Publius, and che latter in his Vir. 
dication: At lait the People being tomewhat pacify’d, 
Tullus declares, that ail Acts of Blood mutt not be deemed 
as Murders; and that had he even been guilty of Murdc: 
in Gratitude they oughr to forgive him, efpecially as the 
Father had that Day loft fo many of his Children in thei 
Caufe. Upon this the People all declare in his Favour, 
and Tullus pronounces him free. After this the Tragedy 
ends with a Speech made by Tullus, which he beauuiuily 
concludes thus : 


Learn hence, ye Romans, on how fire a Bafe 

The Patriot builds his Happinefs ; no Srroke, 

No heene(t, deadlicit, fhatt of adverfe Fare 

Can make his generous Bofom quite defpair, 

But that alone by which his Country talls

We cannor conclude our Account of this Tragedy with 
out obferving, that thofe who underftand French, atier 
reading this, cannot avoid difcoverin feveral Blemifhes in 
the French Tragedy, formed from the fame Piece of Hit- 
tory by the famous Monf, Corneille. In this, no chiet 
Perfon of the Drama is introduced, but what is warranted 
from Hiftory : In this, we are not tired with long Specchis 
or tedious Soliloquies: In this, cvery Incident arifcs 
naturally from the principal Subje& ; and in this, the End 
of every Act but the laft, leaves the Audience fomething 
very intere(ting to hope or to fear. In fhort, we are from 
the Beginning to the End artfully kepe im continual 
Anxiety; and all this without introducing any one Inci- 
dent that does not appear probable from Hiltory. 

In that of Corneille the principal Perfon in the Drama 
for the three firft A&s, is imaginary, and fo far from be- 
ine wartented from Hiltory, that it feems certain, there 
could be no fuch Perfon, becaufe if there had, Livy could 
not have failed co mention her. When. we fay this, the 
Reader muit fee that we mean Sabina, the fuppoled Wite 
of Publius Horatius, and Sifter of the Curiath. Then ar 
the End of the firtt Act, Corneille leaves the Audience 
without any Anxiety, except that gencral one for the Fate 
of the two Cities conenditie for Empire, whercas Mr. 
Whitehcad has added to this, an Anxiety for, Horatia, who 
retires in Confufion, with the Thoughts of her Lover's 
having ceferted her, Again, in Corneille’s firft Scenc, 
what Audiror of any Knowledge in Hittory can bear ro 
hear Sabina talking of the Pyrenean Mountains, of rhe 
River Rhine, or of Hercules’s Pikars? And in the tourth 
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who can bear to hear Curiatias, when in a

eo "Putas Holtiius, tn order to perfuade him to have 


their Difpute decided by Champions mutually chofen ! 
‘Ube fubltance of this Speech, which confilts of no 
ie(s than thirty-one Lines, Mr. Waitchead bas put 
in the Mouth of Horatuus, who expreiles the whole 
in two Lines. “Then the Accutation brought by Va- 
leriws againft Publius artfes naturally from our Know- 
ledge et hi pathonate Love for Eforatia, which by 
Mir. Whitehead we are fully appriled and kept in 
mind of, trom the Beginning to the End of the 
Viece, whereas in Mr. Corneile’s we hear nothing 
of it, exeept very flightly in the Dialogue between 
Hforaua, called by hin Camilla, and Julia, in the 
third Scene of the firft AQ; fo that the Audience 
mutt have entirely forgot it, before it produces its 
Esteét in the Tecond Scene of the fitth Act. And we 
muft add tothis, that Mr. Whitehead has moft art- 
fully made it the chief Caufe of faving Publius from 
the Fury of the enraged Populace. 

We could fhew many other Beauties in the one, 
and Blemifhes in the other, but thefe will fuffice for 
patting the Reader in a Way of difcovering them ; 
and to add more is not confiltent with the Defign of 
our Collection. 


Continuation (from No. X. of this Magazine) of the 
Account of the EanTHQUAKE, which happen'd at 
Lima and Callao, in the Night of the 28th of Q&o- 
ber, 1746. 


Dettruction, which, on all Sides, appeat’d to View. 
What Force of Expreflion is capable of making the 
Reader comprehend the dreadful Aftonifament which 
the Mountains cf Ruins occafioned. But it is fuill 
more difficult (confidering all that Havock) to con- 
filer how fo many Lives came to be preferv'd ; efpe- 
cially when in the litle Monaftery of Carmen, or 
Carmel, out of twenty-one Nuns, whereof that Houfe 
confifted, twelve perifhed ; which, indeed, was the 
largelt Number of Nuns that fuffered on this Occa- 
fion, for in the other great Nunneries they did not 
amount to fo many, although, in fome of them, the 
Number of Maid-Servants, who perifh’d, were more. 
And in the Hofpiial of St. dane, which was a Royal 
Foundation for the Relief of Jndians of both Sexes, 
feventy of the Patients loft their Lives, having been 
buried, at the Beginning of the Earthquake, by the 
Roofs of their grand Halls of their feveral Apartments, 
which fell upon them as they lay in their Beds, no 
Perfons being able to give them Affiftance. 

In thort, the Ruins of this City are fuch, that the 
*}aee is render'd uninhabitable, as much from Incon- 
veniency as Horror, ‘The Streets, all choak’d up 


with the fallen Fragments of the Walls, fcarce afford 
a Pafiage dor Communication ; and this is more fen- 
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fibly perceived in thofe Parts where it was judged 
to be mot neceflary, which is at the Foor of the 
Bridge, where the magnificent Arch, which ftood >. 
its Kutrance, and was one very valuable Part of lie 
molt regular Architeéture, is falien down. It wa 
but a few Years ago, that the Marquis of Villa Gor. 
‘a, in order to add further to its Beauty, bad cays'4 
to be erected upon it a moft elegant and grand Statue 
of Pbilip the Vth, on Horfeback, in a military Ha. 
bit, which appeared in exquifite Proportion at that 
Height. 

In fine, one cannot ftir a Step without encounter. 
ing fome frefh Motive for the moft melting Compaf- 
fion. ‘The Palace of the Viceroy, in which were 
contained the Courts of Judicature of the Royal 4y- 
diexcia, or Court of Judges, the Tribunal of Ac. 
counts, the Treafury, and all other Offices for Affairs 
of theGovernment, are rendered incapable of being 
inhabited, as every one of the Out-buildings are of 
fubfifting any longer. The Tribunal of theholy Office 
of Inquifition is become unable to proceed in the 
Courfe of Bufinefs; the feveral Apartments of the 
Houfe being totally overthrown, as well as that mag. 
nificent and beautiful publick Chapel which belonged 
toit. The Royal Univerfity, the Colleges, and the 
other Edifices of any Confideration, now only ferve, 
with the menacing Ruins that are left of them, to 
revive the melancholy Remembrance of what they 
were. 


The DefiruGion of Callao dy the Earthquakey end 
the Irruption of the Sea. 


Reat, indeed, was the Deftruction of Lima ; yet 

ftill fome Remains were left, fome Traces of 1s 
former Magnificence. Not fo it fares with Ca/lac, 
its Port and Garrifon, where the very Objects of the 
Misfortune are vanithed out of Sight; not the leatt 
Sign of its former Figure being now to be feen: On the 
contrary, vaft Heaps of Sand and Gravel occupying 
the Spot of its former Situation, is, at prefent, be- 
come a {pacious Strand extending along that Coat. 
Some few Towers indeed, and the Strength of its 
Walls, endured a-while the whole Force of the Earth- 
quake, and refifted the Violence of its Shocks ; but 
fearcely had its poor Inhabitants begun to recover 
from their firft Fright, which the dreadful Ruin and 
Devaftation had occafioned there, (and how great 
that was, is not to be known) when fuddenly the 
Sea began to {well, and fwelling rofe to fuch a pro- 
digious Degree, that in falling from the Height tt 
had attained (although Ca//ao ftood above 1 on an 
Eminence, which however imperceivable, yet ftill in- 
creafing all the Way to Lima) it rufhed furioufly for- 
ward, and overflowed its antient Bounds with fo valt 
a Deluge, that foundering the greater Part of the 
Ships which were at Anchor in the Port, and elevating 
the reft above the Height of the Walls and Towers, 


: 


drove 
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drove them, and left them on dry Ground far beyond 
the Town; at the fame ‘Time it tore up, from the 
Foundation, every Thing that was in it, of Houfes 
sad Buildings, excepting only the two grand Gates, 
and here and there fome {mall Fragments of the Walls 
chemfelves ; which, as Regifters of the Calamity, are 
fill co be feen among the Ruins and the Waters, a 
dreadful Monument of what they were. 

In this raging Flood were drowned all the Inhabi- 
tants of the Place, who, at that Time, might amount 
to 5000 Perfons of all Ages, Sexes, and Conditions, 
according to the moi exaét Calculation that can be 
made. Such of them as could lay hold of any Pieces 
of Timber, which the general Wreck afforded, float- 
ed about for a confiderable Time, and |:ept themfelves 
above the Waves: But thofe Fragments, which offer'd 
chem Affitance in their Dittrefs, proved, by their 
Multitude, the greateit Occafion of their Deftruftion ; 
becaufe, wanting Room to move in, they were con- 
tinually ftriking againft each other, thro’ the Agita- 
tion of the Water ; and thus beat off thofe who had 
clung to them. 

By fome of thofe who were fo happy as to fave 
themfelves, amounting at moft to 200, we have been 
inform’d, that the Waves, in their Retreat, cncoun- 
tring one another, by Means of the Obftacles which 
the Water met with at its Reflux, furrounded thus the 
whole ‘Town, without leaving any Means for Prefer- 
vation; and that, in the Intervals, when the Vio- 
lence of the Inundation was a little abated, by the re- 
tiring of the Sea, there were heard the moit lamenta- 
ble Outcries of the wretched Inhabitants in their Di- 
Lrefs, 

Witnefles likewife of this Account, and the Shrieks 
that were heard, are thofe who (being on Board the 
Ships at the Time when, by the great Elevation of 
the Sea, they were carried over the Town) had the 
Opportunity of efcaping unhurt. It will not be diffi- 
cult to conceive the difmal Confufion and Streights 
which thofe miferable People found themfelves in, 
when we confider, that they only preferved their 
Lives from each prefent impetuous Attack of the Sea, 
in order to prolong the dreadful Affi€ion, which the 
Apprehenfion of inevitably lofing them at the Return 
of the next overwhelming Wave, muft infallibly have 
occafion’d, 

There were twenty-three Ships, great and fmall, at 
Anchor in the Port at the Time of the Earthquake, 
and of thefe fome were ftranded, being four in Num- 
ber, viz, the St. Firmin Man of War, which was 
found in the low Grounds of the Upper Chacara, the 
Part Oppofite to the Place where fhe rode at Anchor ; 
and near her the Sant Antonio, a new Merchant-Ship, 
jut arrived from Guagui/, where fhe was built; the 
Veffel of Don Adrian Corzi refted on the Spot where 
before ftood the Hofpital of S+. Fobn of God; and the 
Ship Succour, jaft arrived the fame Evening from 
Chili, was thrown up towards the Cordon Mountains,

FOHN COLLINGTON, 


Of the Wicked LIFE and Pying Words of 
late of Throwwseigh, in Kent ; 


Who was executed on Saturday, April 7, 1750, at 
Mardfion:, for malicioufly hiring John Stone and 
Wiliiam Luckburf, vo fet Fire to the Barn and Ricks 
of Mr. Yohu Clarke. ‘Together with his Beha- 
viour during his Confinementin Goal to the Time 
of his Execution, and his lat Dying Words, 

To which will be added, 

A full ACCOUNT of the Life and Dying 
Words of ‘John Stone, for fetting Fire to the Barn 
and Ricks of the faid Mr. ‘Fohn Clerke; as alio 
thofe of John Williams for Houfe-breakiry, and 
Francis Fofer for roobing on the Highway, who 
were all three executed at the fame Time with 
Collington: And in which will be introduced the 
TRIALS at large of Coliington, Stone, and their 
wicked Confederates. 

W : think proper firft to mention fome Part of 

this wicked Man's Life, before we come to 
thofe Tranfaations of it which was the Occafion of 
his being brought to condign Punifhment; after which 
we thall give an Account of his Behaviour during 
his Confinement, at his Trial, and under Condem- 
nation, and be very particular in every minute Cir- 
cumftance that paffed the Morning before bis Execu- 
tion in the Goal, and likewife in the Coach to and at 
the Place of Execution, till he was turned off. 

We are forry, that we mult relate in thefe Me- 
moirs fuch horrible Aéts of Cruelty, Malice and Re- 
venge, that muft be fhocking to human Nature to 
hear; though at the fame ‘lime we can aflure the 
publick that the Facts are authentick. 

This ‘¥ohn Collington was born of very creditable 
Parents in the Parith of P/uck/y in the Eaflern Divi- 
fion of the County of Kent. His Father was a 
Clergyman, and Rector of the faid Parifh, a Living 
of between z2and 300/. per Annum; and was poi- 
fefled of a confiderable paternal Fortune. 

As to thereft of his Children and Family, we fhall 
forbear mentioning them, they being all Perfons of 
the beft of Chara¢ters, and whofe Troubles mutt al- 
ready be full great, which has been brought on them 
by toe villainous Life and ignominious Death of this 
unchriftian-like Criminal. 

He was born the 23d of March, 1697, and on 
the 23d of March, 1750, he received his fatal Sen- 
tence of Death, being juft Fifty-three Years of 
Agethat Day. His Father gave him a liberal Edu- 


cation, and, in fhort, itmay be faid, that he was a 
Man of great Capacity, though of a dangerous one, 
and had his Though:s been turned to Mildnefs as it 
was to Pafion, he might have been deemed a good 
Vian, and have been of that Service for which Man- 

kind. 
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find come into the World , bur ashe turned out fo very 
bad, it may be truly faid of him, that he was 2 Terror to 
ail that had any Concern with him ; and which was mak. 


ing good his own Words which he trequently made utc of 


Thal bec: ould be a Prone Friend to thofe ta whom he proteffed 
Pricndbip, and an inveterate Enemy to all [uch that Jbould 
pn? § ey . . . oa the } 
d fcblice hint; and indeed it evidently appeared fo through 
the whole Courfe of his Lite ; for whenever he took the 
Part of any Perfon, whether Right or Wrong, he would 
even advance Money (tho'a very penurious Man) to ferve 

their Purpo'cs. 

During his Minority, whilft a Boy at School, he was 
then full of Revenge, and was very malicious, and even 
to any of his School-tellows that oppofed him, he endea- 


voured to do Mifchief, by which Means the Maiters of 


two of the Schools he went to were obliged to turn him 
away, and fend him home to his Parents, or elfe the Pa- 
rents of the ocher Scholars would have taken their Sons 
away. 

When he was at the Age of about fourteen Years, his 
Father put him Apprentice to a Grocer in Necweate-ftreet, 
Londen, where he played his wicked Pranks {o much, that 
his Maiter was obliged to part with him, and he was turn. 
ed over to another Malter of the fame Butinefs ; he like. 
wife was fo very bad there, that he was turned away from 
thence, and never ferved out his Apprenticefhip: He 
then went down to Mataffone in Kent, and lived with a 
Grocer oppotite to the Fith-Crots ; but his Behaviour be- 
ing fo very extraordinary alto there, he did not continue 
above thrce Quarters ot a Year. 

Betore we proceed any tarther, we think it neceflary to 

give a Detail of a Srory or two, which Collineton tres 
quently told concerning himfelf in his Apprenticefhip : 
The tirft is an Inftance of his Pride ; the Maid came into 
the Shop, and delivered to hima Pot, and asked him to 
go for a haltpenny worth ot Muitard, and on taking the 
Por he waiked to Cheapfide, and called a Coach to carry 
him back, and fo {oon as he had alighted, he went to 
the Till, rook out 2 Shilling, and paid the Coachman : 
Being asked the meaning of {uch Conduct, his An{wer 
was, His Parents did not put him Apprentice to go of Er- 
rants, and he never would confent to go without a Coach, 
Another Time he asked his Matter to give him Leave to 
go in the Country to vilit his Friends, who very kindly 
wave him a Forrnight’s Time, and delired him not to 
be longer Abfenre ; and on the Day he was to fet out, his 
Matter ¢ cing abroad, he told his Miftrefs thar he was go- 
ing to {ee his Parents, when fhe defired him not to itay 
above a Fortnight or three Weeks at the mott, which he 
promifed her he would not; but when he got into the 
Country, he did not return till five Weeks were expired ; 
and when he returned, his Matter asked him how he 
could ftay fo long : He replied, that he had fiaid no longer 
than bis Time, for that he had given him tivo Weeks, and 
his Miftre/s had given him three more; which was partly 
the Means ot that Mafter’s parting trom him. 

He being come to Man’s Eftate, his Father thought 
proper to fertle him in the World, and accordingly took an 
old accuitomed Grocer’s and Chandler's Shop at Rye in 
Siffex, that had been kept by one Mr. Thompfen, where 
he lived a contiderable Time ; but his Behaviour was very 
bad, and giving Way to Revenge and Paffion, he foon 
jolt his Bunnnefs, the People of the Town defpiting him 
io much, that he had not Trade futhcient to maintain 
him; upon which he removed to a little Country Town in 
the Eaitein Divifion ot Kent, called Charing, where he 
continued to keep _a Shop tor fome Time, and where he 
likewite behaved fo very bad, that all his Neighbours dee 
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He married to his firft Wife the only Child of Coun 
fellor Wheeler, who brought him {fo contiderable ied 
tune, that a jointure was fertled upon her of too /, ang 
upwards per Annum, who bore him Ten Children, befides 
Mifcarriages, four of whom were at two Births, hayine 
at two Labours Twins, and four of which Children ae 
now {urviving. 

His Cruelties and unchriftian Behaviour to his Wig 
and Children were unfufferable ; he omitted to fer them 
be baptized, only giving them a Name himfelf; ang 
the Six that dicd, were buried in his own Orchard to {aye 
Charges. His unhappy Wife, who came of a very good 
Family, and who was a well-bred, courteous, affable good 
Woman, and as tine a Woman as any in the County, he 
ufed to treat with Acts of the greateft Barbarity, ‘ang 
often beat her till the Marks have appeared ; then ujually 
made it a Praétice to lock her up Stairs, and fometime, 

ut her down in a Saw-pit he had in his Orchard, which 
he covered over, and kept her there many Days togethe; 
without any Suitenance, his Temper being fo very morof 
that he would not admit of any Controul, thou 4 ever fg 
equitable, andthe main quarrclling between them, was 
her interpoling that he might not be fo cruel to thei; 
Children. 

We fhali now give an Inftance of fuch unheard-of 
Cruelry, in {upport of his Malice, as is fhocking to hy. 
man Nature. 

Mrs. Collington, his firft Wife, being with Child, the 
delired him ro get her a Partridge; he being a grea 
Sportiman himfelt, went out and fhot fome, one of which 
was ordered to be pulled and drefied for her. In the 
Interim of Time he having a Quarrel with one of his 
Children, and beating him unmercitully, the Mothtr in. 
tertered, and only begged or him to deiift from beat. 
ing the Child fo unmercitully ; At which he flew into 
fo very great Paffions with her, that even two Hours after. 
wards, when the Partridge was ready, he put Parfly and 
Butter over it, fhe being prefent at Tab'e, then cut it 
into four Quarters, and gave it to the Cats and Dogs, 
and would not fuffer ber to touch it, though fhe was {o 
tar gone as to expect to lay down in a fhort Time ; to 
which the Gentlewoman afcribed one or her Mifcarriages 
which happened two Days at.er, and had like at that 
Time to have proved her Death. 

Though the Gentlewoman this Time efcaped Death, 
by his brurith Behaviour, it was not many Months e’re 
he took an Opportunity of quarrelling with her, and 
neeting her on the Srairs, flung her Head foremott down, 
followed her, and itamped on her, and kicked her on the 
Breait, that ir turncd to a Cancer, which {oon after occa- 
tioned her Death. 

We cannot help being of the fame Opinion as moft 
other People were, that knew him and _ his unfortunate 
Wite, thar it mult be deemed Murder in him. And ine 
deed, he would have been profecuted if it had not been 
tor the Wickednets of fome avaritious People, who knew 
of this cruel Tranfaction, and whoie Evidence was bought 
off with a Bribe by him. 

Upon the Death o: his Father, about tourteen Year 
fince, Who was Restor of Pluckley, as I have mentioned 
betore, he came to the Pofellion of a very coniiderable 
Fortune; and fome Time after he went to Throwleigh, 
where a great Part of his Eftare lay, and there lived as 
a Gentleman Farmer; and about Nine Years ago married 
his fecond Wife, who now furvives him, who is the 
Daughter of one Mr. Franklin, a Tradefman of an ex- 

ceeding good CharaGer, at Fiye in Kent, with whom he 
had a confiderable Fortune, and bas had_ fix Children 
by him, befides one Mifcarriage, two of which were 
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, ow at one Birth, and are both dead, the other tour 
ee now fiving, fo that he had eight Children alive

vcame few Years before he married the lait Wite, he was 
‘ ncernie in Running or Owling ot Wool, tor Which he 
‘ -conviéted in a very Jarge Penalty ; and in order to 
seade rhe Payment thereot, he made over his Ettate to 
a Perfon in Maidftone, whole Name we chiufe to omit, 
for particular Reatons ; and then made Afhdavir, to move 
Compailion, that he was nor worth Five Pounds ; and 
having obtained Remiflion of the Penalty, he in abour a 
Month after, went into the Fields to take Game; _and he 
having been fo very litigious when he was qualihed, the 
neighbouring Gentiemen commenced Profecurions againtt 
hin, when, to their great Aftonifhment and Surprize, he 


fwore to his Qualification, and laughed at them, tho’ at 
the fame Time his Eftate was made over, and not in his 
own Polletion ; which plainly fhews that he ftuck at No- 
thing, even Perjury irfelt, to fupport his ufirping Tem- 


Asfoon as he got a Remifion_ of the Penalty upon the 
Account of Running of Wool, and being esfy on Ac- 
count of the Game, he came to Maidffone to get Poffetlion of 
the Writings and Deeds ot his Eitate ; anda great deal ot 
Dijturbance there was upon it, by the Perfon not readily 
parting trom them ; but fome Time afterwards, as it is 
ftrongly prefumed, the Biter being Bit, the Perfon re- 
turned him his Writings, upon a Confideration of his ha- 
ving a Sum ot Money ; and Collinzton was {o overjoyed at 
his having got them into his Cuitody, that he {tood upon 
his Head, and played ona Fiddle. 

Collington became fo arbitrary in his Way, that he was 
a Terror to his Neighbours in fix Parifhes about him, 
conttantly poaching in other Manors, though when any 
qualihed or not qualihed Perfon came on his Eftate to 
feck tor Game, he would threaten to fhoor them, and 
did (hoot at People feveral Times ; and he being grown 
fo very terrible, rhe Countefs Dowager of Rockinoham 
built a Houfe on her own Wafte for a Perfon to live in, 
and to hinder Collington trom committing fuch Depreda- 
tions on her Game, and curb him in his audacious and dan- 
gcrous Proceedings. 

This Houfe or Cottage very much annoyed Mr. Collinz- 
ton, who was extream angry at any Thing that fhouid 
reltrain his unbounded Ambition, and unncighbourly 
Acts; and accordingly he knew no betrer Way than to 
celtroy the faid Houle, to which Purpofe he confulted one 
Hawkms to fet Fire to the fame, ted offered him {éveral 
Rewards; but the Man had more Hone(fty than to 
comply. 

He then thought of his Man Luckhurf?, (the fame who 
was an Evideice again{t him at his Trial for the Faét tor 
which he fuffered) who declared to feveral Gentlemen, 
that lalt Spring Collinaton came to him as he was at work 
tor him in his Woods, and ater behaving friendly and fa- 
mularly, asked him to go with him to Fever{ham, to 
Which he complied ; and as they went along the High. 
Way, Collington told him, that he would give any Budy 
halt a Guinea to fet Fire toa Houfe lately built on fome 
Waite Ground belonging to the Countefs Dowager of 

ReckineLam, which Luckhurff came into, and took the 
uit Guinea to perpetrate the Detign; but foon after 
cpentuing of fuch a wicked Undertaking, fo i: jurious 
to {uch a worthy Lady, he returned the Money back 

Upon which Collington carried it with a high Hand, 
and curfed him, and thieaten’d to fhoot hin directly if 
he did not keep the half Guinea, and do as he had a- 
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greed, which frighten'd the Fellow into a Compliance; 
jothey went to the & iD at Feverfbam, where Colimmector, 
a 3avl im drink plenriollv, prov.ded Marches 
and other Materials tor bim to Fre the Houfe with; on 
Which Lsckhyurff fer our rhat Night 1 about Eleven 
o’Clockh he did fet Fire ro rhe Houte, and the fane was 
entirely burnt down tothe G:ound. 

Having premifed the foregoing, we fhail | 
the Pafages that were the origina Spring th 
about his taral End. . 

Mr. Collineton, as is before obferved, having a very great 
Inveteracy againit his Children, we mean thofe by bis 
firit Wiie, he ufed them very cruelly, even his ecett 
Son, who is about fixrcen Years of Age, and Heir to the 
paternal Eftare, which was the Joincure fertled on his 
hrit Wite, amounting to above One bhundied Pounds per 
Annum, he gave no Education, but ufed him cruely, 
always beating him, and turned him out of Doors very 
young to feck tor his Bread, for wh'ch the Boy worked 
with the Farmers, and is now no more than a War. 
goner’s Mate, and lives at a Farm of Lord Tenmharm’s at 
Linflead: and his Children ufed to co about the Neigh- 
bourhood like young Giphies, very rageed, and begging, 
he never putting them ro School. 

The Son who was the Occalion of his Mis‘ortune, a 
bout two Years younger than ric Eldett, he cruelly bear, 
when he was about twelve Years old, and put him inro 
a Sawepit, which he cover’d over, in order to itarve 
him to Death ; but the Child being relieved by fome or 
the Servanrs, he then curn’d him out ot Doors; and the 
Boy being begging abourthe Parifh, the cruel Father, tho’ 
applied to, faid he was old enoughto werk for his Bread, 
and refus’d co take him in, upon which the Parifh had an 
Oider to provide tor him; and Mr. Clarke, the Proje. 
cutor, Who was Churchwarden accordingly took him into 
his Houtfe, and maintained him ; and upon applying to

Warrant ot Diitrefs, to levy upon his Goods; and that 
on his going with Mr. Hernden the Overteer ot the Poor, 
and a Conitable, Mr. Collineton then threatened to be 
revenged on Mr. Clarke, being on the 13th of September 


lait; and accordingly, in Purfvance of his Threatening, 
on the 17th of November following, he fent Michael 
Paine and Chriftopher Barret, two Rufhans, and Fellows 
ot very bad Characters, and remarkably Blood thirity, 
and Fofeph Greeory, a Dragcon, to Mr. Clarke’s Viowle, in 
order to bring him away trom his Houfe ; and difguited the 
{aid three Villains, putting their Cloaths in a Bag, and 
armed them with Fire-Arms. and Powder and Ball.----- 
For the Particulars of this Affair, we mutt reter ov 
Readers tothe Trials at large of Collington and Stcxr, 
as alfo of the faid Barret and Gregory, which will be in- 
{erted in ou next.

HE Porte has tuft received Advice, thar the Ate

tair ot Mahomet, Bafhaw of Bagdat, which made 


fu much Noife, and ot which the Conlequences 
were much dreaded, has been fertled to rhe Satistaction ot 
ot that Court. That Bafhaw had been depofed by the 
Grand Signior fome Time ago, and thougn he was duly 
informed of it, he did not think proper to conform to his 
Hielinefs’s Orders, which he eluded upon various Pre- 
trences, in Hopes to be able to fupport himfely in his Polt 
by Means ot the Troops which were under his Command. 
‘These trequent Delays obliged the Porte to order Soliman, 
Jafhaw of Balfora, on whom the Grand Signior had con- 
ferred the Government of Bagdat, to repair thither with 
a confiderable Body ot Troops; the latter marched pure 
fuant to his Orders, fending 11x Perfons or Dittinétion be- 
tore to notity to the depofed Bafhaw, the Intentions of rhe
